Crowley was exposed on several 


occasions in London, and came to 
Paris, where police are said to 
have raided his home and stopped 
a celebration of 
"Black Mass," 


ivhich wag going on. 
FOUNDED BY INSANE*MONKS. 


The original 
Black Mass was 


founded by insane monks In 
a 


German monastery. They built an 
altar and held services in the reg- 
ular ritual, but with the words 
"Our Lord, the Devil," substituted 
for the Deity. 


The atrocious cult spread and 


degenerates 
for 
centuries have 


elaborated on it until now the cele- 
bration of the Black Mass is for- 
bidden in every civilized country 
because 
of 
the practices which 


form part of the ceremonj'. 


AllisLer Crowley, a handsome 


man with a silky beard, left Paris 
and, 
being immensely rich, pur- 


chased a, castle in Sicily. 
It is in this castle that Crowley 


is still alleged to carry on the 
Rosicrucian cult, to the celebra- 
tion of which he ts said to have 
added the Black Mass. 


Word of lurid parties held In 


the castle reached Paris when an 
American woman, well known in 
the Latin Quarter and in Green- 
wich Village and who is now in 
New York, told some, of her inti- 
mate friends of things she .had 
seen-during- a visit to the castle.

In 1920 an American boy, she 


states, jumped into the sea, but 
was rescued by a fisherman. The 
American consul at Palermo ar- 
ranged for his passage home. He 
is now said to-be under restraint, 
hopelessly insane. The affair was 
easily hushed up 'by the Sicilian 
authorities and the coy's parents. 


A few months later another 


American is said to Tlave commit- 
ted suicide by jumping from the 
high cliff on which the castle is 
built. 
This was also hushed up.

ment conducted In the Claremont 
-school by a graduate student at th^ 
University of California, under the 
supervision of Mis. A. F. Morgan, 
professor of household science. 


The test was conducted bv Mar- 


garet S. Chaney. M. A., with the 
aid of 103 childien at the, Clare- 
mont school, who were divided into 
fue gioups. Tor two sepaiate per- 
iods of eight weeks each the chil- 
dren of one giuup -were fed half a 
pint of milk a day; those of an- 
other, one medium-sized orange a 
day; another, half a pint of milk 
and an orange; <ind those of a 
fourth group a quauer of a. pint of 
orangeade. 


RESULTS OF TKST. 


Among the conclusions reached 


by Miss Chaney as a result of the 
test are the follow mg: 


—Oranges, as led to the chil- 


dien in this investigation, 
most efficacious in piocluc- 


mg a gam in weight. 


—Milk, while it produces a 


fa'v orable increase in weight, 


is not the onlv food valuable for 
the mid-morninc: lunch. 


—Concentrated bottled oiange 


juice 
appears to 
be of 


marked 
value 
in 
stimulating 


growth in the underweight chold. 
While it has not pioved equal 
to tiesh. orange-^, it i& quite ef- 
fective, and may. if the liesb, 
fruit is not available, supply the 
vitamins nece.ss.nj' for growth. 


—Milk and oianges taken at 


the same time appear to 


stimulate

Chaney points out, is the fact that 
milk tends to depress the appetite 
"or other foods, while oi.inges tend 
to increase it, owing to the pie— 
ence of the water-soluble vitamin 
in the oiange.

"The fact tha anoher food mas 
used in the place of milk," says 


Miss Chaney, "may be welcomed 


many \\hObe childien do not 


take milk because of an a\er&ion 
to it, or who object to the- school 
lunch because ot its depi easing et- 
fect upon the consumpion of food 
at home. The orange lunch, instead 
of decreasing total food Intake, is> 
ikely to incieaae it."
